Key Statistics Explanatory Notes 
Sampling errors in Labour Force Survey 


The estimates in Labour Force, Australia (cat. no. 6202.0) are based on a sample survey. 
Because the entire population is not enumerated, the published estimates and the 
movements derived from them are subject to sampling variability. Standard errors give a 
measure of this variability and appear on pages 27 and 28 of Labour Force, Australia (cat. 
no. 6202.0). 


The 95% confidence intervals below provide another way of looking at the variability 
inherent in estimates from sample surveys. The interval bounded by the two limits is the 
95% confidence interval. A 95% confidence interval has a 95% chance of including the true 
value of the estimate.

GST on Building Activity 


Within building activity statistics, purchasers of residential structures are unable to deduct 
GST from the purchase price. For non-residential structures, the reverse is true. While the 
ABS collects all building activity data on a GST inclusive basis, it publishes value data 
inclusive of GST in respect of residential construction and exclusive of GST in respect of 
non-residential construction. 


It is appropriate to add the residential and non-residential components to derive total 


building activity. Valuation of the components of the total is consistent, since, for both 
components, the value data is recorded inclusive of non-deductible GST paid by the 
purchaser. As such, total building activity includes the non-deductible GST payable on 
residential building.
